The opponents 
claimed that the bill gave the roads 
almost unrestricted powers to acquire 
right of way over tlie hifiliways and 
took the power to regulate franchises 
to the interurban roada out ot the 
hands of councils by appeals to the 
courts. Mr. Anlteney denounced opi)o- 
aition to the bill as being in the in- 
tereat ot the steam railroads, which 
flB4 interurban joads are becoming 
formidable rivals. 

Mr. Swain's bill for a commission of 
three to be appointed by the governor, 
with 15,000 for expenses and $26,000 
for an Ohio building at tho Pan-Amer- 
ican exposition at BultalO. oait JTMUr, 
paseed the house. 

Senator Archer's bill for the closing 
of saloons Memorial day was amended 
by Mr. OriAn to fix the closing hours 
at from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m.

Lieutenant Governor Caldwell ap- 
pointed Senators Pattlson, Archer and 
Dunham a committee on behalf of the 
senate for conference upon matters of 
dispute between the tWO hOUSaa On the 
centennial bill. 

Mr. Harbaugh's senate bill, amend- 
ing the law requiring lns.truction in 
the common schools as to the effect of 
liquor and narcotics on the human 
system, so as to make it affective, was 
paaaad.

Away at Wsnhlngton. 

Washington, April 12,— Ehenezer 
Burges Ball, the nearest surviving rel- 
ative of Oeorga Washington, died at 
hia residence here. He was 84 and un- 
married. Mr. Ball bore a striking re- 
semblance to General Washington. Mr, 
Ball was born in Loudon county, Va., 
but in early life went west a« a pioneer 
and at one time was a scout and Indian 
fighter in the army. He came to 
Washington about 30 years ai^o, ami 
during the last years of his life con- 
ducted, bjr special permission, a to> 
bacco stand in the pension olBce. 

The Final .MpetlM^. 
Chicago, April 12.— Magnates of the 
American Baseball league held th(>ir 
last meeting prior to the formal open- 
ing of the baseball season of 1000, The 
meeting was an important one, as the 
playing schedule prepared by Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson came up for adop- 
tion and other important business was 
transacted, including action on the 
peace agreement between the Ameri 
can and National leagues Involving the 
placing in Chicago of an American 
league team, under thi management 
of Charles Comiskey. 

Poison In the CofTee. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., April 12.— Theie 
were sensational developments In tlie 
cose of the poisoning of ti e family of 
the Rev. C. C. Clssell when City Chem- 
ist Drayer discovered the contents of 
a box of rough on rats in the ground 
coffee used by the family. The Rev, 
Clssell was pastor of the Berry Street 
church here, but at the recent confer- 
ence was transferred to Goshen. Mr 
Cissell, Mrs. Cissell and Mr. and Mrs 
Keisling, her parents, became violently 
ill, and Mra. Kaialing la not yet out 
of daii^er. 

Vessel's Boiler Exploded. 

Havana, April 12.-TAn explosion oe 
curred on board the German tank 
steamer Gutheil, Captain Schroeder, 
from Philadelphia, which was an- 
chored near Regla wharf waiting for 
cargo. The uproar aroused many of 
the inhabitants. The accident was 
due to a bursting boi^er, which in turn 
led to the explosion of a large tank 
of oil. I The vessel was not seriously 
daftiaged, but two of the crew were 
badly hurt.

Chleaffo, April 18.— A Calumet elec- 
tric car carrying 18 passengers was 

struck by an engine on the belt line 
railway. Three persons were seriously 
injured and the others more or less 
shaken up and cut by fallint glass. 
The motorman attempted to cross the 
railroad tracks ahead ot the engine. 

Several Persons Killed. 

Allahabad, India, April 12.— Several 
cases of plague have been reported at 
Cawnpore recently. A body of rioters 
atucked the aegretatlon camp and sev 
eral persons were killed. The garrl 
son and a force of volunteers were 
called out to suppress the uprising. 

Qneen Drives' Out. 

Dublin, April 12.— There was a de- 
cided Improvement in the weather and 
the queen vi.sited the zoological gar- 
dens, to which place she drove ii^ her 
donkey carriage.

London, April 12.— Elandslaagte ami

In the absence of exciting develop- 
ments, public Interest centers upon the 
personality of the new commanders, 
and In the supposition as to who the 
next general will be to be ^•ent home. 

The sailors of the Powerful are com- 
ing in for enthusiastic greetings, equal- 
ing that which met them on the first 
arrival at Portsmouth, when young 
and old women ki-^^ed oiru ers and men 
indiscriminately they came oft the 
dock. 



Object of Boers' Activity. 
Bloemfontein, April 12.— According 
to information received here the Boer 
activity eastward of the railroad an I 
in proximity to the border is largely 
due to the fact tliat Presidents Kruger 
and Steyn have found they are unable 
to keep their forces together In Inac- 
tivity, the burghers declaring they are 
unwilling to remain with their com- 
mands unless actively employed, as 
they are convinced the British game is 
a waAUng one. It is believed the Boer 
movement was originally designed to 
oblige Lord Roberts to weaken his 
force at Rloemfontein, in order to pro- 
tect the railroad, when the Boers 
would have attempted to recapture the 
caplital. But the burghers are evi- 
dently Ignorant of the enormous force 
Lord Roberts lias at bis disposal. Ad- 
vices from Karee Siding say the noers 
are busily entrenching thMr positions 
east of Brandttort, running parallel 
with the railroad, while still i^rongly 
holding the Baterval drift water works. 

tturgbers Will Plant Crops. 

Pretoria, April 12.— The Free State 
Gazetlt pul'lif^hes orders to llie effect 
that no person who has been com- 
mandered for active service has the 
right to send a substitute without the 
consent of the landrost. In reference 
to leaves of ab.-ienre, the Gazette says 
that 10 per cent of each command will 
be relieved for periods of 12 days. This 
Is Intended to meet the wishes of the 
burghers desiring to plant their crops. 

Hritiab Are Retiring. 

Pretoria, April 12.— A heavy cannon- 
ade was heard In the direction of Bult- 
fonteiin. situated midway between 
Winburg and Boshof In the Orange 
Free State, and north of Brandfort. 
Advices from the Boer headquarters 
In Natal ^ay that after a heavy bom- 
bardment the British are retiring in 
the direction of Ladysmith and the 
Federala are gtHng to their old posi- 
tions. 



Horses For South Africa. 
Indianapolis, April 12.— Horse deal- 
era in this city are purchasing horses 
for use of the British cavalry In South 
Africa. Three carloiids bought will be 
shipped to Kansas City for inspection. 
From there they will go to Ctalveaton, 
where they will be taken on board a 
steamer. Mules are also being bought 
up for the lame parpoaa from Indiana 
farms. 



Situation »t Wepener. 
Pretoria, April 12.— Advices from 
Wepener, where a British force is sur- 
rounded, aay the battle continues fav- 
orable to the Ftdarals. About 1,500 
British troops ara^aaJd to be there.

Pittsburg, Aprii 12.— The big double 
front 4-8tory brick building at the cor- 
ner of Wood street and Second avenue, 

occupied by the Armstrong-MuKelvy 
Lead and Oil company, collapsed, bury- 
ing a number of employes, customers 
and carpenters at work on the building 
beneath the ruins. 

The disaster involved the entire 
front of the building, but fortunately 
the greater number of imprisoned em- 
ployes were In the rear of the building 
and escaped with slight Injuries, or 
none at all. 

It is certain that two clerks were 
caught in the wreck, and at least two 
customers were also imprisoned, lu 
addition five carpenters were at work 
remodeling the interior of tlie store- 
rooms, and of these Init one liad been 
accounted for. He was Harry Howies, 
and was working in the ofllce in the 
rear of the building. He made a thrill- 
ing escape tliiough a window with 
Miss -Annie Stewait, the steno:;rapher 
for the company, in his arms. 

Only one dead body and three in- 
jured persons have so tar been taken 
from the ruins. The dead txidy was 
identified as tliat of Oscar Bigel, a car- 
penter. 

Eugene C. Burnhardt, salesman, is 
known to be In the wreck, and it is 

suppoi-ed is dead. 

The injuied taken out are: Noel Cas- 
per, injured internally; Michael Shang. 
leg broken and Injured Internally; un- 
known man unconscious and In a seri- 
ous condition. 

The cause of the accident is ascribed 
to the weaKcning uf the building by 
the removal of the partition separat- 
ing the room formerly occupied by the 
company from one which had been 
leased. The walls fill in from each 
side toward the c'enter of the building, 
and as the caj-peuters were at work 
In the middle of the building, it is 
feared that they were all buried. 

A fire alarm was turned in at once, 
and the department responded without 
delay, but 10 minutes before the first 
fireman was on the scene, there were 
hundreds of sjiectators gatheied 
around. Tlie.-e were i)U.--hed back out 
of danger by tlie jiolice. The front of 
the building was merely a mass ot 
wrecked brick, mortar and woodwork. 

The rear remained standing, but the 
walls were visibly swaying, ami occa- 
sionally sent down a shower of bricks 
as a warning to the curious not to ven- 
ture too close. 

Notwithstaniling the danger. 100 
men were soon at work se.in liing for 
those who Were lauKiit in the ruins. 
The work was necessarily slow. About 
1 p. m. a portion of the tnird floor fell 
in and five of the searcliers were 
caught in the debris, but they were 
promptly rescued and were not aeri- 
ously injured. 

At 2 p. m. the ho lies of a man and 
woman were found. They were not 
Identified at first.

The foreman of the tuck point- 
er.=i. who was asked by two men for 
work, upon replying that no union men 
would be t^ken, was atmck by both 
men, who then made their escape. The 
second assault was made upon a non- 
union man. who, with his companion, 
was on his way to the building. Ha 
was singled ou* and severely beaten 
by three men, who also escaped. Fif- 
teen hodoarriers and three plasterers 
were brought into the building early 
without being molested and wera Mt 
to work. As a result ot the attaeu 
the guards have been doubled.

'*£a8te^egg time" is close at hand now 
and the question of coloring them is U| 
for consideration. 

A variety of fancy rgn can be made 
from one package of dyes. Purchase a 
package containing four colors, red, blue, 
yellow and violet being pleasing colors. 
The day beftore the coloring is to be done 
dissolve each color separately and put 
into bottles. The next day select per- 
fectly freeh efqia and wash them clean. 
Tf obtainable, use some very small eggs. 
I'lit a few (if the eggs into a kettle of cold 
water and let them boil 10 or lo minutes. 
Only a few should be cooked at a time, 
as they must be dipped into the dye 
while hot so as to dry the coloring im- 
mediately or they will not be nice. 

Pour the dyes into an old bowl or 
some deep dicli. To produce a variety 
of colors from the four kinds of dye prc- 
duoed as followa; Dip one>half of an 

e^'i? into one color and the other half 
into another. Paste a half inch stri^ of 
paper around a white shellsd egg; dip 
one end of the egg as far as the paper 
extends in the red dye, and then the 
other end into the blue dye. When the 
paper is removed you will have a pretty 
red, white and blue egg. You can pro- 
duce from two to three different shadef 
from one color. For instance, dip an 
egg into the yellow dye to produce yel- 
low, then add a little water to the dye to 
produce a light orange, add a little more 
water to produce lemon, and proceed in 
the eame way with the other colors. 
KoU the eggs over in the dye two or 
three times until they are evenly colored.
